cock in 1864. Next to him at Sidney comes 
the courteous and scholarly John 8. Poland, 
Lieutenant Colonel of the 2ist, also a_ vet- 
eran of the War, with a splendid record for gal- 
lantry. What he doesn’t know about history, geo- 
grapby, ethics, drawing, law and literary matters in 
general, is scarcely worth knowing. But one cap- 
tain is on duty at this visit—Joseph W. Duncan, an 
officer of eighteen years’ service and varied experi- 
ence. Captain Ebenezer W. Stone, an pid Massa- 
chusetts acquaintance, is away in Bis native 
State on recruiting service, with his main ren- 
dezvous at Springfield. His company is com- 
manded by ist Lieut. Edward H. Brooke, an Ore- 
gonian, with nearly twelve years’ service. Captain 
F. H. E. Ebstein is also absent, with leave, but the 
mention of his name brings up the memory of other 
days, up in Detroit, at Pope’s beadquarters, Dept. 
of the Lakes, well on to a quarter of a century ago, 
when he Jaid down the pen and took up the sword. 
An accomplished officer of varied experience, his 
record at the War Department is second to none. 
The Adjutant is another Massachusetts man, the 
genial Solomon E. Sparrow, whose thirteen years’ 
service sits lightly upon him. 

The medical department is in charge of that gal- 
lant Missourian, Capt. Louis E. Tesson. None of 
the officers assigned to the skeleton companies are 
here.

The pleasant visit to Fort Spokane was followed 
by an equally pleasant visit to Fort Sherman, Idaho, 
an accessible post about three-quarters of a mile 
from Coeur d’Alene, which is touched bya branch 
of the N. P.R. R. Sherman isa lively post, garri- 
soned by twotroops of the 4th Cavalry and head- 
quarters and four companies of the 4th Infantry, 
the whole under command of that veteran [linvis- 
isn, Bvt. Maj. Gen. Wm. P. Carlin, colonel of the 4th 
Infantry, and an old New York City acquaintance 
—a city which he rarely fails to visit when on occa- 
sional leaves of absence. His active service dates 
from July, 1850, when he left West Point, and since 
then has served in the 6th, 16th, 34th, 17th and 4th 
Regiments of Infantry—a varied experience. Dur- 
ing the Civil War be showed his valor and skill first 
as colonel of an Illinois regiment, then as brigadier- 
Sayeed and brevet major-general of volunteers. 

is brevets range from lieutenant colonel to major- 
general, won at Chattanooga, Jonesboro, Benton- 
ville and other fields during the Civil War. A fine 
social circle is here at Sherman and the post is by no 
means a dull one in any respect. The gallant old 
4th Foot maintains its old time reputation and does 
not seem to have retrograded, but rather advanced, 
as to its officers and men. Thompson’sand Rich- 
ards’s troops of the 4th Cavalry are here, the latter 
but lately promoted from regimental adjutant and 
not yet joined from Fort Walla Walla. Capt. W. A. 
Thompson is a Marylander, a veteran of the war, 
and identified with the 4th Horse for nigh on to a 
quarter of a century. He is somewhat short on sub- 
alterns, as is Richards’s troop, but there seemed to 
be no deterioration, as men and horses are in excel- 
lent condition. Luhn’s, Bubb’s, Bisbee’r, Price’s, 
and Neide’s companies of the 4th Infantry (the Jat- 
ter theskeleton company) are here, the first four cap- 
tains being present for duty, and the last, Neide, on 
recruiting service at San Francisco, which recalls 
that several years ago the present tourist visiting in 
New York found him also on recruiting service, at 
headquarters, as adjutant-general for the superin- 
tendent, that famous and lamented soldier, General 
Jefferson C. Davis, not unknown ip the days gone 
by in this very Dept. of Columbia. Recall the dark 
deeds in the Lava Beds of Oregon in 1878, the mur- 
der of the gallant Canby and the solemn scenes at 
the execution of Capt. Jack Schonchion and 
others at Fort Klamath on Oct. 3, 1873. Several of 
the subalterns are absent—Loveriug on Gen. Ruger’s 
staff, Robinson on recruiting service, Wolf teaching 
the young idea bow to shoot at the Pennsylvania 
state College, Merriam sick and awaiting retire- 
ment, and French at Fort Leavenworth. But there 
are enough left to make up a very fair duty roster, 
and military life flows on without friction, IAeut. 
James A. Leyden is Gen. Carlin’s adjutant, and an 
efficient one at that, with much experience in otber 
branches and of reputation as a Professor of Mili- 
tary Science and Tactics, for proof of which go ask 
at the Pennsyivania Military College, Centre Co., 
Pa.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE masts and funnels of the English battleships 
on the Mediterranean Station are to be painted 
black. 

At the time of the grounding of the French sbip 
Surcouf tbe cellulose belt answered its purpose, 
very little water baving been taken in. 

TH Italian war-of-war Morosint was damaged to 
the extent of $4,000 by striking on a rock, her 
double bottom being all that saved ber from sinking. 

Tue French sea going torpedo boat Edmond Fon- 
twine, which was run down by the Surcouf in the 
course of a night attack on Cherbourg, May 6, has 
been succesyfully raised and towed into dock. 

A COAL storage building to bold 5,000 tons is build- 
ing attbe Brooklyn Navy-yard. it will have an 
autumatic coaling apparatus and is placed on the 
porth wharf, where it can be reached by the largest 
ships. 

Tue following vessels, under command of Rear 
Admiral Gherardi, are named to participate in the 
Fourth of July celebration at Portsmouth, N. H.:

Nort only will an increased number of British 
sailors be passed through the torpedo as well as the 
4 y schools, but torpedo work will receive a 
more important position iu regard to the atrategic 
plans for the use of the fleet which are being pre- 
pared at the Admiralty. 

A Ntw commanding officer will soon beselected to 
succeed Comdr, W. H. Brownson in command of the 
Petrel. Having passed out of the grade of lieuten- 
ant-commander, lawand custom makes it necessary 
for his detail to a larger vessel. Lieut.-Commander 
Edwin Longnecker is mentioned as a probable suc- 
cessor. 

INTERESTING trials have been conducted at Ports- 
mouth, Kngiand, with some 32-ft. cutters of a pew 
class of 24 for the English Navy, designed to carry 
a spar torpedo forward, a Whitehead torpedo upon 
each side and machine guns forward and aft. Dur- 
irg arun of two hours at full speed they averaged 
8i¢ knote, being half a knot in excess of the contract. 


Tue U. 8. Bureau of Construction and Repair will 
bave a tight squeeze to get through without a de- 
ficiency, a3 a great deal of repair work bas had to 
be done in the navy yards towards the close of the 
year, and 230,000 in one lump bad to be taken from 
their funds to pay the wrecking somaony for get- 
ting the Galena off the rocks at Gay Head. As this 
was ap altogether unlooked-for expenditure it de- 
ranged the calculations of the bureau considerably, 
and made it necessary to postpone some work until 
the beginning of the next fiscal year. 


Le Yacht publishes an advance copy of the new 
projet de loi drawn up by the Naval Commission on 
the oreanization of the corps of naval officers of the 
French fleet. Article [. fixes the number of execu- 
tive officers as follows: Vice admirals, 15; rear ad- 
wirals, 30; captaias, 120; commanders (ca, itaines de 
frégaute), 220; lieutenants, first class, 375; lieutenants, 
second cia-s, 375; sub-lieutenants (enseignes de vais- 
seau), 400; midsnipmen (aspirants de marine), 160; 
cadets (eleves de marine), 75. Tone remaining arti- 
cles have to do with the establishing of relative 
tanksin the two Services, promotions and retire- 
ments. 

THe Army and Navy Gazette says: “The new type 
torpedo gunboats which are now being constructed 
will bave their full power under forced craught 
reduced from 4,500 to 3.500 borse power, which will 
give them a epeed of about 19% knots. This decision 
bas not been taken unadvisculy, the reports from 
the Indian gunbcats built at Eiswick being anything 
but satisfactory. ‘Chis is the more curious, however, 
since the boats built by Laird for the Chilians seem 
to bave been successful in every way. ‘The natural 
draught power of the new gunboats will be the same 
as that of others of the Sharpshooter :ype, but the 
speed will be nominally a knot less, or 17% knotsan 
hour,” 

Tue torpedo boats Nos. 126 and 127, supplied to the 
French Government by Mr. Normand, gave a speed 
of 10 knots, and used only 1.04 Ibe. of coal per hour 
per borse power. At full speed, No. 129, the last de- 
livered, with a pressure of 10 kilos. io her boilers, 
cunsumed, under the same conditions, 800 grammes 
only (1 lb. 12-21 oz.) M. Normand attributes his suc- 
cess to greater vaporization in the boilers, vomplete 
compression in the small cylinder, reheating of the 
feed-water, and superheating the steam by narrow- 
ing the valve. The follo ving were the speeds at- 
tained at the official twce-bours’ trials: No. 126, 
21.087 knote; No. 127, 20.695 knots; No. 128, 20.975 
knots. 

THE steel protected torpedo cruisers £truria and 
Umbria, which were launched at Legborn for the 
italian Navy recently, are of the Piedmonte type. 
The principal dimensions are: Length between per- 
pendiculars, 262 ft. 6 in.; breadth, 39ft. 6 in.; draught, 
forward, 13 ft.7 in.; att, 16 ft. 71n.; displacement, 
2.281 tone. The engines, wnich have been designed 
and constructed by Oriando Brothers of Leghorn, 
are of 6,500 horee power, and are expected to give a 
speed of from 19 to 20 knots. Protection is afforded 
by a steel armored deck. The armament of these 
vessels is to consist of four 6-inch and six 4%{-inch 
guns, in addition to mitrailleurs and torpedo cubes. 
The cost of each of these veasels is $915,660. 











PERSONNEL OF THE NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat : 


Your correspondent ‘‘ Suggestion,’’ in the issue of 
Apri 25, invites criticiem upon his plan for equali- 
zing rank and pay, in response to which [ offer the 
following: 

if we admit the principle that pay should depend 
upon length of service, the pay table proposed is 
not on the whole a bad one, save that it is unfair to 
commanding officers in that it makes no provision 
for the extia expenses to which they are put and 
from which the staff officer of correspunding length 
of service is entirely free. Any scheme therefore 
which fails to provide for this state of affairs is 
pocemserthy incomplete. What is termed in the 
English Navy “command money” should be al- 
lowed to an extent not less than the following: To 
commanding officers of fourth rates $60, of third 
rates $75, and of first and second rates $100 per 
month; fiag officers should be allowed “ fleet 
money ”’ at $250 per month. Let us suppose that a 
commander of thirty years’ service is in the same 
equadrop, or passeee on board the same ship, as an 
engineer of like standing, does “ Suggestion’s”’ 
scheme equalize the pay of these officers? Cer- 


tainly not, unless command money be allowed. 
But | con tbat to make rank depend upon 
length of 2 alone is contrary to the first prin- 


ciples of a correct military system; for this is a 
question to be decided not in the interest of the in- 
dividual but of the Government service. The 
Phytbian bill referred to by “Suggestion ” wus, so 
far as | can ascertain, an attempt to solve the vexed

believe, got nothing to do with the numbers 
assigned. Now this 1 consider to be the only true and 
correct plan upon which to proceed, and the differ.

The plan of “ Suggestion "’ is, however, based, as he 
says, — the percentage theory, and that is 
founded upon the erroneous assumption than every 
officer who enters the service is entitled to receive 
exactly the same amount of pay as every otber 
officer, no matter what the nature of the duties he 
may be called upon to perform. Its fallacy is 
shown in the numbers assigned to the bigher grades 
of the engineer corps, notably in tbe rank of com.

riate duties for 37 engineer officers of that rank? 

t would be far from *“‘ honorary" to have one as 
tbe chief engineer of 9 third rate. The Phythian 
bill gave 18 instead of 37, which I believe to be more 
nearly the correct number. lf “Suggestion”’ cap 
show that his number can be appropriately pro. 
vided for, I will have nothing to say in opposition, 
for no grade will have too many officers if that 
number be necessary to perform the duties pertain.

Leave at the rate of one month per year to be on 
the pay of the duty on which last engaged (for an 
officer returning from a cruise on sea pay—for one 
at a station or yard on shore pay): officers on wait- 
ing orders to receive shore pay: on leave beyond 
the time allowed as above, one-balf sea pay. Off- 
cers not provided with quarters on shore duty to be 
allowed commutation at the same rates as in the 
Marine Corps. Staff officers to have the same pay 
as the line officers with whom they rank, and when 
retired for age, if above the rank of commander, to 
have the retired pay of commodore; rear admirals 
retired for age to have 75 per centum of their shore 
pay. 

Tne members of the different corps and grades to 
be as given in the *“Phythian”’ bill, and the word re- 
lative as applied to rank between line and staff to be 
stricken from the Revised Statutes, so that the Navy 
shall be on the same footing as the Army in that re- 
gard. To have “ the rank of lieutenant ”’ does not 
mean to have “ the grade of lientenant,” and hence 
there can be Do question of a conflict of authority; 
the secretaries to the admiral and vice admiral had 
for wany years “tbe :ank of lieutenant,” but no one 
would contend that ths gave them any military au- 
thority, nor do we hear of any sucn authority be- 
ing claimed by officers of the medical and other like 
corps in the Army. My proposition may bes sum- 
med up as follows: Equal pay for equal rank ; equal 
pay for line and staff on the retired list; the aboli- 
tion of relative rank. 

So mucb for the equalization scheme. A perusal 
of the table of “years in each grade” as given by 
“Suggestion ’”’ for the line officers provided by the 
“Pbychian " bill, shows the following remarkable 
state of affaires. Assuming the newly-commissioned 
ensign to be 22 years of age, he will reach the grade 
of lieutenant at 32. of lieutenant-commander at 48, 
of commander at 53, of captain at 57, of commodore 
et 59, of rear admiral at 6l,and of vice admiral at 
611-2. Of course, these figures are vot absolutely 
correct, for the varying uges of the members of each 
class will make some difference, but it is in the main 
correct. 

What possible use has the Government for flag 
officers in its Naval Service who can not makea full 
cruise? How can the important duties devolving 
upon these officers be properly performed when the 
passage through these grades is limited to three 
years? Whatsortof vommanding officers are we 
going to bave when at the age of 53 they become 
eligible for the first time to the command of a 3d 
rate? What sort of an executive officer is a lieuten- 
ant-vommander of 48 going te make? And what 
kind of a watch officer and navigator a man who at 
45 is stilla lieutenant? The only solution I see for 
this problem is some form of selection for promo- 
tion: it must be solved on a Service and not on a0 
individual basis. We must have our flag officers 
sufficiently long in their grades to perform the 
duties of thoee grades properly: to this end no cap- 
tain of over 56 years of age should be promoted on 
the active list, but on attaining that age he should 
be promoted on the retired list with the retired pay 
of his new grade. Nor should a commander of more 
tban 50 be promoted; save to the retired list asa 
captain. No doubt this would be hard occasionally: 
some of the best men in the Service might be hit by 
it, but it is better to have a bard and fast rule; 
which would be far better than selection pure aud 
simple, which would no doubt open the floodgates 
of personal, political and naval influence to an un- 
precedented extent, although I believe that a law 
could be framed which would prevent this effectu- 
ally. [na tew years, as the retirement list shows, 
the rushing through process will begin: for in- 
stance, Captain —, who retires in Januarv, 
1901, does not become a commodore until June, 1897, 
bavipg but 344 years of flag rank; Captain —— ; 
retiring in december, 1899, is not promoted to flag 
rank until April, 1297, and Captain —., retir- 
ing in June, 1902, does not vecome a cemmodore 
until December, 1899. And later on the case grows 
worse: in 1904, the entire list of flag officers of record 
on Jan. lof that year will disappear from active 
service: in 1905 there will be 20 retirements, from 
the head of the list mostly, and in 1906 some 30 will 
occur, the number increasing in the following year? 
as the large classes of the war period come to the 
head of the list. If these facts are properly pre- 
sented to the Senate Committee, no doubt they will 
see that some way out of the difficulty must be 
found, if the Government is to be properly served

This principle is recognized by law in its applica- 
tion to the Navy, where promotion to the grade of 
rear admiral is made by seniority. Further, the 
President may select any commodore on the active 
list of the Navy and assign him to the command of 
‘@ squadron as acting rear admiral, with pay and 
emoluments accordingly ; and 1 would like the orin- 
ciple extended to the Army so as to have the Presi- 
dent empowered by law to select from the field offi- 
cers an acting brigadier-general to command a de- 

ment or a command of not less than two regi 
ments in the field, with the pay and emoluments of 
brigadier general while so commanding. 

While copying from the Navy, let us go farther 
and bave these accusations about enlisted men do- 
ing menial service at posts stopped, by having ser- 
vants enlisted for the Army, as there are and have 
been enlisted for the Navy, both at seaand at navy- 
yards. Y.

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MODERN FORTIFICATION. 

Six years ago Joseph L. Brent, ‘‘late Brigadier 
General, C. 8. A.,” published a volume in which he 
sought to prove ‘‘ that the present system of forti-| 
fication is inadequate to accomplish the purpose for 

which it was designed, and that it should be aban-| 
doned, with certain definite exceptions.” As a 

result of a critical examination of over twenty 

thousand miles of railroad he concluded that a 

true system of defence should provide for arming | 

and equipping our railways, so as to dominate the! 

country lying on’each side and prevent an enemy 

from crossing them, as the control of a navigable 

stream by gunboats prevents its passage. 

This idea has been taken up in England and elab- 

orately presented by Lieutenant Girouard, of the 

Royal Engineers, in a paper recently read before 


10 articles appearing in the Quarterly Review and 
Fortnightly Review for April. The Quarterly re- 
views the work of Major G. Sydenham Olarke on 
‘Fortification; its past achievements, present devel- 
opment and future progress.” Major Clarke held 
that outside very narrow limits permanent fortifi- 
cations are a mistake. The roughest earthworks 
hastily thrown up to meet the requirements of the 
moment, and with primary reference to tactical 
principles, are of more value than more elaborate 
structures erected with reference to theoretical pos- 
sibilities. The development of modern ordnanee 
has revolutionized fortification. Under modern 
conditions, with reasonable precautions on the part 
of the defence, troops cannot live to cross the un- 
protected zone. Hence, ‘‘ the old method, never 
good, is now utterly bad; it is inadequate, it is 
*®| dangerous; it offers ideal targets and shell traps; 
hampers the artillery, cramps the fire of the mfle; 
added to all, it is exceedingly costly, and involyes 
an expenditure which is itself an embarrassment to 
the Government.” The recent development of ar- 
tillery and artillery accessories have been enor- 
mously in favor of the land service; and against 
disappearing guns, with smokeless powder, and 
concealed batteries of mortars or howitzers laid by 
means of the position-finder, the fire of a fleet 
would be hopelessly ineffectual. 

Speaking of the proposition for fortifying the ap- 
proaches to New York with masses of concrete and 
iron, oscillating turrets and 100 ton guns, at an es- 
timated cost of $5,000,000 the Quf&rterly says: ‘‘It 
is not for us to criticize the policy of ‘the United 
States or the measures which their Government 
may think necessary for their defence, knowing 
better than we can possibly do, how far they pro- 
pose to depend on their navy. We may be unable 
to recognize the utility of such works, or to see 
what enemy they are intended to guard against; 
but the American public are commonly said to 
value a thing for its siz2; and if they like to spend 
their troublesome surplus in this way, it will prob- 
ably burt no one, not even the contractors. But 
when similar proposals are made for thy fortifica- 
tion of Port Phillip or the Falkland Islands, we 
must protest, in the strongest manner, against the 
misuse of public money, and the scandalous igano- 
rance of our national policy.” 

The article in the Fortnightly is on the Mon- 
crieff defence, in the acceptance of which the 
author finds the final triumph of sound ideas in 
the domain of fortifications. ‘* The logical develop- 





ment of the central idea of the Moncrieff counter- 
weight carriage makes a clean sweep,” we are told, 
“of the whole system of fortification taught 
hitherto in military schools and practiced by the 
Royal Engineers.” Referring to the experience at 
Alexandria, this author says: ‘‘ Every element of 
invisibility possessed by these Egyptian batteries 
ought also to be possessed by our coast fortifications. 
Their ought to be neither parapet, nor slope, nor 
contour of any kind to direct the enemy’s fire. In 
‘all situations of importance the guns ought to 
emerge from the earth at the moment of firing, 
ought to be painted—not the sacred slate biue of 
the War Office, but whatever color best harmonizes 
with their surroundings, and ought to disappear 
beneath the surface when their bolt is shot. They

The subject of defence has also been considered ingly and forcibly a series of illustrations from our 
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civil war to show that ‘the great artillery bugaboo 
was found to be a man of straw,” and that the 
same conditions practically prevail now. Shots 
weighing a ton and moving with a velocity of 2,000 
feet would cut larger and cleaner holes; that is all. 

The explanation of the superiority of ships over 
forts given by Captain Chester is the undue pre- 
ponderance of Individualism—‘‘ the effort to aim 
guns instead of batteries. The abdication of ar- 
tillery captains in favor of their gunners. Distri- 
bution of fire instead of coneentration. We must 
learn to fight as batteries and groups of batteries if 
we would be effective. * *- We are never trained 
to act in concert. There is nothing in any of our 
manuals of instruction about it. The teaching and 
training of the Artillery School ignore it. Our 
general practice is against it, and the consequence 
is that our batteries might be run even by wooden 
ships without much risk.” in the last number of 
the Marine-Rundschau, Captain Borckenhagen, of 
the German Navy, holds with Captain Chester that 

“guns are ineffective against moving objects, citing 
io illustration, as does Captain,Chester, Dupont’s 
atta x on Forts Walker and Beauregard. 

Captain Chester has small faith in modern refine- 
ments in the way of instruments, and he holds that 
the greatest artillery difficulties of the next maritime 
war are false equipments of the batteries, false teach- 
ing of the officers and false training of the men. War 
is a rough business and is conducted in a rough way, 
by rough and often awkward men. Delicate instru 
ments and flimsy fittings are out of place in it. 
“Strength and simplicity are prime requisites in all 
warlike machines, and simplicity solely is the acme 
of excellence in drill regulations.” 








THE graduating exercises over, the next impert- 
ant event to the 66 future (possibly) generals is 
their assignment to regiments, or more correctly 
speaking to arms, as this class will be the first com. 
missioned under the new lineal promotion law. 
Although the number of vacancies in the grade of 
2d lieutenant are largely in excess of the number 
of graduates the task of making the assignments 
will be no less difficult than when there were not 
enough vacancies to go around, The vacancies are 
so distributed that it will be simply impossible to 
follow out either the preferences of the graduates 
or the recommendations of the Academic Board in 
all cases. But this is hardly to be expected. It 
rests with the War Department officials to adjust 
the differences, and in doing soit isto he hoped 
and presumed that there will be no favoritism. 

With four additionals in the Engineer Corps and 
five in the artillery of last year’s class yet to be 
promoted, these two brancbes do not present a very 
encouraging outlook for promotion; yet many of 
those who by their standing in the class are entitled, 
by custom, to assignment to these arms will be re- 
luctant to accept assignments tothe cavalry and 
infantry. Asa matter of justice to the additions 
left over from last year they would be allowed to 
transfer to the cavalry or infantry before the pres- 
ent class is assigned should any of them make such 
arequest. The following is a complete list of va- 
cancies, by regiment, at present existing :

SPECULATION anent proposed changes in military 
commands still goes on, but in the absence of 
Secretary Proctor and General Schofield no one 
tan say with any any degree of certainty what the 
thanges, if any, will be. There is no doubt that 
the Secretary bas seriously considered the idea of 
abandoning the three military divisions and making 
tight separate and. disticct departments, assigning 
General Miles to the Department of Dakota, now 
Vacant, amd abolishing the headquarters at 
Chicago. Another scheme talked off was the 
tansfer ,of General ;Merritt to Dakota, and the 
ttansfer of the headquarters of the Missouri from 
‘. Louis to Chicago, with General Miles in com- 
mané, and the State of Illinois restored to the 











geographical limits of the Department of Missouri. 
The latter plan would be more satisfactory to Gen. 
Miles, if the divisions are to be abolished, and also 
to Chicagoans, but the opposition from St. Louis 
people to the loss of the headquarters from that 
city, and from many officers to any change in the 
present division arrangement has caused the Secre- 
tary to delay action until he can have a further con- 
sultation with the President and Gen. Schofield on 
the subject. He will return to Washington next 
week. Pending a decision in the matter, the 
affairs of the Department of Dakota will continue 
to be conducted by General Miles and General 
Ruger respectively. 





Tue relations tbat lead to marriage are of a na- 
ture so personal and confidential that tew care to 
have them made the subject of general gossip. It 
was this, no doubt, that led General Schofield to 
withbold from many who expected his confidence» 
In this as in other matters, the knowledge of his ap- 
proaching marriage. When, therefore, the tele- 


graphic announcement of the coming event ap- 


peared in the daily papers, we received a despatch 
from an officer io intimate relations with the Head- 
quarters of the Army questioning the truth of the 
report. It came after we had an announcement of 
the General’s marriage in type, but we preferred, in 
a matter of this sort, to be discreet rather than en- 

erprising. All the Army will heartily congratulate 
General Schofield now that the report of his ap- 
proaching nuptials is confirmed, and asall the world 
loves a lover the daily papers are bringing to his 
wedding the hearty good wishes of the whole coun- 
try—General Schofield may well say somewhat too 
much of this, but he must needs pay the penalty of 
distinction. We shall be able to announce in good 
time the fact of the actual marriage of General 
John M. Schofield and Miss Georgiana Kilbourne: 
which is announced to take place at the residence of 
the bride’s parents, in Keokuk, Iowa, June 18. The 
Chicago Herald says: ‘‘ The arrangements for the 
wedding have all beeu planned and perfected to the 
General’s satisfaction, and, with the caution that 
ha; marked bis brilliant career asa leader of armies, 
he has succeeded in keeping the plans a secret from 
even his intimate friends.” 








Now that the smoke of battle has cleared away 
the wisdom of the course pursued by Gen. Miles in 
his management of Indian affairs at the Rosebud 
Agency becomes more and more apparent. Some 
of the principal Indians ave now with Buffalo Billin 
Europe, and the reports that come from them show 
that the plans of the Indians were completely up- 
set by Gen. Miles’ prompt conzsentration of troops, 
and his vigorous measures for suppressing hostile 
demonstrations. The indians report that they did 
not expect to encounter so many soldiers; indeed 
they did not suppose that there were so many ac the 
disposal of the Government. This display of force 
damped the courage of the young bucks who ex- 
pected to have a good timein raiding the settle- 
ments. It was the fortune of Gen. Miles to associ- 
ate bis name with the final settlement of the Ari- 
zona difficulties in a way that has won for him the 
grateful recollections of the people of that territory. 
He will be still wore fortunate if his action last fall 
should prove to be the final determination of the 
Sioux question. The enlistment of [ndians, what- 
ever may be thought of it in other respects, has in- 
troduced a new and most hopeful feature into the 
question of pacifying the Indians. 





Tur War Department bas adopted a new policy 
in the selection of officers for college duty. The de- 
tails are now made without regard to the ar plica- 
tions of the colleges concerned, or the officers them 
selves, but entirely in accordance with the efficiency 
reports on file in the Adjutant General’s office. 
When a college desires an officer, the au- 
thorities look over the list of officers entitled to de- 
tached eervice, and select therefrom the one who 
is shown by the efficiency report to be the best 
qualified for the duty. Applications from officers, 
however, continue to come in, and are particularly 
numerous as the time apprcaches for a number of 
details to expire. There will be seven vacancies 
during the summer in the list of colleges already 
supplied with officers, and as four colleges have 
asked for officers under the new law increasing the 
number, there will be a chance for eleven details 
during the present year. The list now comprises 
61 officers, 14 less than the quota allowed by the new 
law.

Joun Dean Catox, LL. D., ex-Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of lilinois, ia a letter to the 
Legal News, suggests that the Grand Jury of New 
Orleans would have shown wisdom had they in- 
dicted the lynchers of the Italians. 1t would have 
been impossible to secure their conviction by a New 
Orleans jury, and their acquittal would have 
spared them further trouble and this compliance 
with the forms of law would have saved the United 
States Government from embarrassment. As itis 
they are still liable to indictment, and there is no 
statu'e of limitation in the case of murder.

(From the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of May 30, 1891, p. 681.) 
A number of Army chaplains recentiy met in conference 
to cousider the interests of their corps and the proposition 
to organize in some form for mutual co-operation. Astbey 
represented five different denominations there was but little 
unity of sentiment among them. They reco , however, 
their opinion, that “the officers, as a class, are a bighiy 
educated, courageous body of men, worthy the respect and 
esteem of the nation and the world. The enlisted men are 
above the average for intelligence, and certainly not to be 
found below in morals, only as their uniforms make them 
conspicuous and their disgrace more pronounced.” 


Our statement was based upon a report of the 
conference appearing in a local paper, and no 
doubt our readers will be as much perplexed as we 
are to discover what there is in it to so harrow up 
the soul. 

Since the above was in type we have received tke 
letter following, which we publish with great pleas. 
ure. Wetook the statement concerning the want 
of harmony as we found it. We are very glad to en- 
courage any effort on the part of the chaplains to 
ubite for the general good. The best results should 
follow conferences among them, and if they can 
create a public sentiment in their own corps which 
will make it impossible to secure the appointment 
of “ birelings,” who bring discredit upon a noble 
profession, they would do themselves and the Army 
great service. Asa class, military men are reveren- 
tial and the contempt in which they hold unwortby 
priests is the natural result of their bigh apprecia- 
tion of the dignity of the priestly office. High- 
minded, self-sacrificing, devoted servants of the 
Most High can do a good work in the Army, and we 
can answer for it that they wil) receive there all the 
consideration and respect they need, desire. As for 
the ArMY AND Navy JouRNAL, it shows always a 
respect for the things of religion which has its 
foundation in sincere conviction. The chaplains 
can, therefore, depend upon its friendly interest in 
whatever tends to make them more useful and help- 
fulto the Army. Chaplain Nave writes us as fol-

No body of 
muipisters ever me’, lam justified in saying, repre- 
senting so many different churcbes, in whose rela- 
tions there was more perfect traternity, or in whose 
discussions and otber deliberarions there wa3 more 
perfect understanding aod unity of feeling. I have 
pever attended a vunference of ministersof my own 
eburch, or visited an assembly of ministers of other 
eburcbes, in which among themselves there was 
more brutberly feeling, or more perfect unity, than 
tbere was intbe conference of Army cbaplaine. Ten 
Jovg and pains.aking sessions were be'd, in which 
many of tht most important interests of the chap- 
lains were canvassed, aod the most delicate and 
difficult duties discussed, and in no one of them did 
&uytbing occur tbat, in the slightest degree, dis 
turbed the barmony of the conference. lifferences 
of judgment were barmopizei in all points where 
there were such differences, by more modifications 
aod concessions, so that in matters of importance 
the votes were unanimous. 

The minutes of the conference will be published 
soon, and it will be seen, even by the enemies of the 
cbaplains, and we are not oblivious to the fact that 
there are sucb, that courage, moderation, devotion 
to their work, and ability to grasp it, and devotion 
aod loyalty tothe Army, upited together to make 
the session one of importance, avd an earnest of 
better things tocome. We are sure that the ccun- 
try: tbe churches, and the Army, to each and 
all of which we are accountable, will commend our 
¢fforts to elevate the Army chap'aincy from the ill- 
favor witb which it bas been regardad since the war, 
aod nake it what il should, and what a majority of 
tbe corps are determined it shall be. 

Few of the chaplains could attend the conference 
on account of the distance and expense of travel. 
Otbers doubted that a meeting could be obtained 
on account of the difficulties in the way, who would 
have been there if they could have known certainly 
that apy pumber could get together. This being the 
fourth attemptto bold a meetingin the last three 
years, the otbers baving failed, % was not expected 
that more than were tbere would attend. Those 
who were there did pot assume to commit absent 
members to anything they did, but assume all the 
responsibility of their own action, but the rule to 
pass potbing but that which we all agreed upon, 
makes it strongly probable that the corps will stand 
quite as a upit on what was dune.

According to the Italie the Minister of Marine bas 
ordered eight 80-ton guns from Messrs. Armstrong's 
for the ironclad Sardegna and other warships, and 
50 cannon of lesser calibre and a number of mitrail- 
leuses for the new men-of-war. 





The new smokeiess powder factory constructed 
at Presburg by the Nobel Dynamite Company for 
the Austro-Hungarian Government at a cost of 
$625,000 will turn out nearly two tons of powder a 
day, which will be despatched to Neustadt (Vienna) 
to fill the cartridges prepared at the factory there. 





The [tallans have been having successful trials of 
the first of the revolving turrets ordered for coast 
defence. Armstrong supplies the turrets, Krupp 
the guns, and Gruson the mounte. Each bas two 
400m. 15 74-inch guns, firing 2,084 1b. projectiles, 
with 6624¢ Ibe. of prismatic powder, manufactured 
at Fossano. 





Mesars. Schneider and Co., of Le Creusot, have 
been awarded a contract by the Danish Govern- 
ment for the armor plating and conning tower 
and hatchways of the unarmored cruiser Geiser. 
The contract is the result of a competitive trial be- 
tween a Schneider plate for the Hekla and a Cam- 
mell compound plate made specially for the trial. 
Messrs. Schneider and Co. bad previously furnished 
the armor for the vessels Nordenskjuld, Walkyrie. 
and Hekla. 





The Railroad Engineering Journal for June pub- 
lishes an illustrated descripiioa of the 250 horse- 
power air compressors, of a very “ompact type, 
now beiag put int» the monitor Terror by tae 
Norwalk [ron Works Co, at 8S. Norwalk, Conn. 
The Terror has four Winch breech-loading rified 
guns, and the entire service of loading and elevating 
the guns, turning the turrets, taking up the recoil 
and bringing the guas again into battery will be 
done by compressed air. 


The Popolo Romano states that since 1871 a sum 
of $32,554,600 has been expended in providing small 
arms for the Italian Army, out of which $1,400,000 
was spent in altering the Vetterli into a repeating 
ritle on the Vitali system.

He 
did, however, buy two Armstrong gunsof 12 and 15 
centimeters in order to test them against Canet guns 
of tbe same calibre, reserving the right to adapt for 
the French guns any improvements the English 
guns might potsesr, without, further compensation 





in a lecture before the Military Society of lreland, 
Capt. C. 8. Berthan said that the wonderful mech- 
anism of the Whitehead torpedo had been so im- 
proved that it could travel for 500 yards at the rate 
of 30 miles an bour with a reasonable certainty of 
hitting a small boat at 900 yards. He also red 
to experiments carried out to test the reetio cat 
power of projectiles on steel armor,and said tha 
the effect of a shot from an 80-ton gun, firing at 2,000 
yards, was about equal to the effect of ber Majesty's 
ship Rupert ramming at a speed cf 10 knots an hour.

The first of the Canet 32cm, (12.50 in.) gums manu- 
factured for the Japanese coast defence vessels, 
Molsershina and I ushima is described in Yacht. 
The gun bas no trunnions, being bedded by frets in a 


cradle. The obdurator is of a special kind, and the 
breech-screw is worked hy simple mechanical means. 
With a projectile of 992 Ibs. and 562 of brown pris- 
matic, smokeless powder initial velocity of 2 299 fr. 
has obtained a perforation into forged iron of 45 in. 
at the muzzle and 35°8in. at 2,500 médtres. Io this 
particular the gun exceeded considerably the 
achievements of the French 42 and 32 cm. plecee. 
“Compared to the Armstrong 110-ton guns, and the 
Krupp 121-ton guns (respectively of 41 om. and 40 
om.),” says the Yacht, “the OCanet piece, with its 
perforation of 115 om., is scarcely inferior, though it 
is much lighter and less costly.” It also maintains 
that the trials afford ground for contradicting an 
opizion which has been formed In England that guns 
as long as that of 110 tons cannot be constructed 
without flexion, as well as the assertion that the 
breech-mechanism of guns of more than 24 com. can- 
not be worked by hand. 





A full account of the armor plate trials at the 
Ochata Naval Polyga, St. Petersburg, is furnished to 
the Royal Artillery Institution periodical by Capt. 
G. J. F. Talbot, R. A. The gun wasa6-inch gun of 
35-calibre. The projectiles were Holtzer steel shells 
weighing 99 Russian pounds. The Brown plate 
was cracked by the first and second shot and pene- 
trated by the other three. The Schneider plate, 
ten inches thick, admitted the projectile 9 in., 8% 
in., 11.5 in., 94¢ ineb, and 11 in. respectively, but 
none ofthem passed through. [t showed a large 
number of very bad cracks. The Vickers plate 
showed an excelleat appearance all through the 
trial. The only real cracks on the plate were those 
left after the second shot at the right top corner. 
In the case of the Brown and Schneider plates it was 
necessary to bolt them together in a frame in order 
to get photographs of their backs. but this was not 
necessary in the case of the Vickers. The Russian 
Government has given a large order for Vickers 
armor plate. The board expresses the opinion that 
the trial proves that compound plates as at present 
manufactured cannot be relied upon to resist com- 
plate perforation. It is affirmed that there was 3 
per cent. of nickel in the Schneider plate. 





The new Krag-Jorgensen magezine rifie will, it 1s 
ex ted, be supplied to the whole of the Danish 
Infantry before the end of next year. Its calibre is 
"815 ip.; length of barrel, 33 in.: length of rifle and 
stock, without bayonet, 4 ft. 5 in: with bayonet, 
5 ft. 24 in.; weight 91b.6 oz., to 9lb. 11 oz. The 
magazine holds five cartridges. The bullet hasa 
copper coating and weighs 8.72 drachms. The uni- 
formity of pressuré developed was found to be very 
satisfactory, the variations in velocity seldom ex 
ceeding 16to19ft. Asaresult of experiments with 
smokeless powder the charge has been fixed at 1 
drachms, which, with a pressure of 2,500 atmos- 
pheres, imparts a velocity of 1,968 f.s.to the 15°4 
grammes bullet. This will penetrate a 39in. steel 
plate at 25 paces. Single shots fired agaiost ‘51 in. 
plate, 55 yds. distant, penetrated 3 mm., while four 
shots which struck the same spot penetrated °43 in. 
Un to a range of 560 yards, the trajectory is practic- 
ally flat. Fora range of 1.093 yds, the ordinates area 
—at 218 yds., 1935 ft.; at 437 yds., 32 ft. 9in.; at 600 
yas., 37 ft., and at 875 yds., 274% ft. The maximum 
range is 3.830 yds. The radiu« of dispersion at 875 
ey is 16 ft.; at1,312 yds., 36 ft.; and at 1,750 yds., 
72 ft. 





The New York Times says: Mr. Maxim’s re- 
marks at the Electric Club tne other night concern- 
ing the great power of his smokeless powder when 
used in the Maxim-Nordenfelt quick-firing guns 
were substantially verified recently in a test at the 
range at Dartford, England. A six-pounder gun 
was fired against a four-inch steel plate four feet 
square placed at a distance of 100 feet from the 
muzzle. Five rounds were fired. The following 
table shows the results: 
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The coming trial at Sandy Hook of the 12-inch 
steel breech loading rifie, just completed at the 
Watervliet Arsenal, will be an event of much inter- 
est to the ordnance authorities, and for that matter 
to the whole country, for it is upon weapons of this 
powerful type that we must depend for the protec- 
tion of our harbors and cities, and being the ‘rst 12- 
inch all steel guo ever built in this country there 
will naturally be a popular desire to learn the re- 
sults of its performance. This gun has been build- 
ing since 1889. Itis the first of 16 ordered for coast 
defence purposes in conjunction with 12-inch mor- 
tarsand guns of 8and 10-inch calibre. [t is the 
largest of the Service calibres yet authorized for 
coast defence purposes, and will be for some time, 
as Congress seems reluctant to adopt the recommen- 
dations of the ordnance authorities for large cali- 
bre on account of the great cost. The tube and 
jacket forgings for this gun were purchased at Le 
Creuzot, France, and the remaining forgings from 
the Midvale Steel Works. The time required for 
the work of fimshing and assembling was necessa- 
rily prolonged because of the limited facilities at 
Watervliet for work of this kind, but with the im- 
provements now in progress there, and the experi- 
ence ned in the construction of the gun just com- 
R » more rapid work may be looked for in the 
uture. The = weighs 52 tons. It is 36 66 ft. long, 
and the length of its bore is ft. Its vbarge is 440 
pounds of powder, and its projectile weighs |,000 
pounds. The powder pressure that will be exerted 





the square inch. The initial velocity of the projec- 


tile will be 1,940 ft. per second; the muzzle energy 
26,000 ft. tons. At the muzzle this projectile will 
penetrate 32 in. of iron, and at a distance of 2 miles 
20 in. lo building this new candidate for harbor de- 
fence honors the principal of initial tension was em- 
ployed.

Napoleon, and so on down to Rezonviltle and St. 
Privat in the Franco-German war. 

The Journal of Sir Walter Scoit, from the origi- 
pal manuscript at Abbotsford, pablished L. Har- 
per and Brothers, New York (popuiar ition), 
has been withheld from publication during 
the nearly 60 years sinve Scott's death in 1832, be- 
cause of the regard for feelings of living persons. 
It introduces us anew to the acquaintance of the 
great Scotchman, and a most deligbtful acquaint- 
ance it is as we thus come into familiar intervourse 
with him in bis duily life. As genial as he is ob- 
serving, kindly, if at times critical, he introduces 
us in the pleasantest and most familiar way to 
many people worth knowing,aod makes us partakers 
in bis own bright thoughbrs and shrewd speculations. 
Among others with whom Scott was familiar 
was the Duke of Wellington, and of him he 
tells us: ** { have heard him say that the best troops 
would ruc now and thep. Lle thought nothing of 
men running, he said, provided they came back 
again. In war he always had his reserves.” To 
Wellington Scott was much indebted during the 
work upon the Life of Napoleon I., which yielded 
him £12,600 in co yright, or $64,000. Unquestion- 
ably toe * Journal” is among the uotable vooks of 
the year, and should be iucluded in any list of 
works for Army and Navy reading.

THE SADDEST SOLDIER POEM IN THE ENGLISH 
LANGUAGE. 


THE following poem was written by an Irish 
officer, Lieut. Arthur ,in the English service, 
while on duty in a city in East India in whieh the 
Plague was doing its terrible work. The inbabi- 
tants, particularly the foreign residents, were aying 
every day by hundreds, when twenty officers of the 
English Army, without the shadow of a hope of 
ever seeing their country or friends, formed a club 
and sought to drown their senses in the wine cup, 
and by jest and song to divert their thoughts from 
the terrible and irrevocable fate which each one 
knew awaited him. This autbor of this poem died 
almost before the echoes of “ Hurrah for the next 
that «lies”’ bad to reverberate, and in less 
than a week every member of the club bad crossed 
the “sable sbore”’: 





We meet ’neath the sounding rafters, 
And the walls around are bare ; 

As they echo our peals of laughter, 
It seems that the dead are there. 

But stand by your glasses steady, 
We drink to our comrades’ eyes; 

Quaff a cup to the dead already, 
And burrab for the next that dies. 


Not here in the goblets flowing, 
Not here in the vintage sweet; 
’Tis as cold as our hearts are glowing, 
And as dark as the doom we muat meet.

Time was when we frowned on others, 
We thought we were wiser then;

Concerning these verses an officer writes as fol- 
lows: ** The following incident is connected with it: 
On Dec. 29,90, the fight at Wounded Knee took 

lace. The same day the [ndians attacked Pine 

idge Agency. In the evening a number of officers 
were in my tent, drinking a little hot rum, etc., 
among them Capt. Wm. Mills, 2d Iofantry, an old 
friend of mine. Some one started the enclosed 
song, and we sang it over many times, Capt. Mills 
joining in the chorus. In two or three hours he was 
dead—being fated to be ‘the next that dies.’ No 
better soldier ever beld a sword.”

FORT BAYARD, N. M. 
JUNE 1, 1891. 


Fort BAYARD 1s without doubt the most beautifully situ- 
atea post in the far West. It is entirely surrouaded OF 
mountains, which are a joy to gaze upon, being clothed all 
the year round in the varying tints of the fir and cedar. 

Ai present the garrison consists of two "u of the 10th 
Cavalry and four companies of the 24th Infantry, head- 
quarters of the latter regiment and band, ail unver com- 
mand of Col. Bliss,a genial, whole-souled old officer; the 
welcomed guest at every table, where he is the life of the 
party, with bis quaint bumor and endless fund of anecdote. 
Nine miles from the post lies Silver City, a mining town, on 
the A. T. and Santa Fe R. R. 

This town is not the usual R. R. town one atrikes (accord- 
ing tothe phraseology of the West). It bas fine brick resi- 
dences and well stocked stores and fruit and vegetable 
markets, two first-class botels, several churches of different 
denominations, a free school and fine court house and jail. 
The shopping in Silver City forms a pleasant pastime for the 
Fort Bayard ladies. 

Although billy, the road into town isas smooth as our own 
aspbalt pavement, and any fine day all kinds of vebicles, 
trom tbe Army ambulance, with ita shining team of slick, 
well-fed mules, to the risky dogcart, can be met on the road.

ABUSES OF THE DEPOSIT SYSTEM. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


A RECENT issue of the JouRNAL contained an item 
concerning a large sum of deposit money paid to a 
discharged soldier by a paymaster. The sum named, 
about $5,000, was s to have been “saved from 
his pay and the profits of lendings.” This is not a 
very remarkable case, as I have known of severa] 
deposit accounts of equal or approximate amounts, 
and a few considerably greater. For years I have 
seriously questioned whether the deposit system 
has pot been allowed to drift away fron its origi- 
nal pu The language of the statute of May 
15, 1872, ie, ** any enlisted man may deposit his say. 
ings in sums of not less than five dollars, etc.” 
Mark you, “his savings,” and of course his legiti- 
mate savings from pay and allowances, not savings 
from gambling revenues er usurious loans. In cases 
of soldiers of long continuous service, who upon re- 
enlistment deposit again the amount of their fing] 
statements, the sum of $5,000 or more may reason- 
ably accrue ; but, as a paymaster, [ have noted nu- 
merous large deposit accounts of soldiers whose 
service did not cover a period sufficient to make 
their Capes possible savings from pay and allow- 
ances. In one instance, where a private on com- 
pletivn of his first term of enlistment had $3,000 of 
deposits credited on his final statements, | had 
curiosity enough to question the soldier as to his 
thrift. Heinformed me that his habits were eco- 
nomical, and, moreover, that he had been on extra 
duty foralongtime. ‘‘ But, my man,” said [, “ if 
you had deposited every cent of your regular and 
extra duty pay the whole sum would have been 
much less than $3,000, whereupon he replied, with 
smiling candor, “ yes, major, but don’t you see, | 
vas in der post pakery.”’ 

And so from time to time during a period of 15 
years, cases have come to my notice, conclusively 
showing from the history, habits and general repu- 
tation of the soldiers, that the deposits of their 
wealth, #0 to speak, have not accumulated from any 
“savings”? named in the law as the source from 
which deposits are to be derived. 

Noteworthy instances have occurred of unusual 
amounts deposited by hospital stewards and com- 
missary sergeants, but with higher rates of pay and 
longer service than the average soldier, they may 
naturally be expected to accumulate larger deposits. 
When the latter, however, become excessive they 
are likewise suggestive. Then, again, it is worthy 
of consideration that to a great extent the excep- 
tionally heavy depositors are from that class, so 
well known tothe company commander, who sur- 
reptitiously, asa rule, and sometimes openly, ply 
their accursed vocation as money lenders. 

Some years ago an objection wus offered to the 
privilege of depositing money without limit, on the 
ground that the exemption of deposits from liabil- 
ity for the soldier’s debts afforded unprincipled 
characters a ready chance to ignore their pecuni- 
ary obligations to creditors. Lhave a case in mind 
of a aoe up in the thousands, serving in his 
first enlistment, who, | was credibly informed, had 
disastrously failed in business shortly before his en- 
listment, and then entered the service of his country 
to escape the vengeance of swindied victims and to 
protect his “‘savings.”’ 

In connection with the subject of a limit to the 
amount of asoldier’s deposits, an interesting case 
came to my knowledge in 1883. A soldier at the Pre- 
sidio of San Francisco, one of the non-commissioned 
general staff, desired to make a deposit of $15,000. 
Though the paymaster had never yet refused a de- 
posit, he bad grave doubts as to whether a limit had 
not in this unusual sum, and before ac- 
cepting the deposit submitted an inquiry to the 
War Department. The following reply was received 
from the Paymaster General’s Office: ** With the 
concurrence of the Secretary of War, it is decided 
that there is no limit as to the amount an enlisted 
man ney deposit with a paymaster under the act of 
May 15, 1872.” This decision has been extensively 
dissented from. The word “ savings’ in the statute 
enables the Secretary of War to prescribe by a reg- 
ulation a limit to «leposits, and Iam inclined to be- 
lieve that the correct application of the word as in- 
tentionally employed therein would absolutely im- 
pose some limit. Cc.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE FIELD DAY AT PROSPECT PARK. 


PROMPTLY at 3 Pp. M. Saturday, June 6, Capt. C. J. 

Bailey, Ist U. 8. Art., Acting Assistant Adjutant 
General, turned over a brigade, consisting of a bat- 
talion Ist U. 8S. Artillery, composed of Cos. A, B, C, 
D, G, H, I, Land M, under command of Lieut.-Col. 
Ricbard Lodor, who oe the right; a battalion 23d 
N. Y., under Col. J N. Partridge, consisting of Coe. 
A, B. Ez, B and K, in the centre, and a battalion 23a 
N. Y., Lieut.- Col. A. C. Smith in command, consist- 
ing of Cos. C, D, F, G and I, on the leit, to Col. 
Loomis L. Langdon, ist U. 8. Art., brigade com- 
mander. 

The occasion of this formation is one that will 
live in the memory of the National Guard of Brook- 
lyn and New York City, as well as being a pleasant 
recollection to the officers and men of the ist U. 8. 
Artillery, now stationed in New York Harbor. Some 
time since Col. Partridge arranged with Col. Lang- 
don a joint field day of the ist U.S. Artillery and 
the 23d Regiment, Brooklyn: to this was added an 
invitation to Capt. Chas. F. Roe, commanding Troop 
A, lst Brigade, N. Y. The latter promptly accepted 
and the detaiis were completed. The manceuvres 
were to consist of a brigade dri]! by the infantry, a 
drill by Light Bat. K, 1st Art., Capt. J. W. Dillen- 
back ; a cavalry drill by Troop A; the whole to con- 
clude with manceuvres of troops of all arms, the 
combined ferce being about 1,000 men. 

The day was eagerly anticipated by the people of 
Brooklyn and N. Y., and at 2 o’clock, when the bat- 
talion of the Regular Army marched into the 
grounds, a mass of spectators, which would aggre- 
gate close to 20,000, encircled the vast field. The ist 
UC. 8. Artillery were received with shouts of wel- 
come and aporeval, the steady tramp of the men, 
the correct distance in the column of fours, and the 
touch of elbow in ranks proving at once to the mili- 
tary spectators that ** Ours,” the familiar cognomen 
of the 23d, would have to be upand doing if they 
expected to bold their own with this magnificent 
body of troops. A few minutes past 2 o’clock the 
23d entered the field, the column receiving a perfect 
ovation. They wore the State service uniform with 
white helmets and leggings,and were in marked 
contrast to the all blue, with red trimmings, of the 
artillery. 

After a short rest, the brigade was formed, as 
stated, and the work ‘of the day began. Now were 
the sharp eyes of the critics brought into play, and 
comparisons were freely made, the Regular troops 
being warmly commended. After ashort advance 
in line a change of front was handsomely completed 
on Ist Battalion, and a rattling exhibition of file fir- 
ing was given. This was followed bya ployment 
into column of battalions, on list battalion, right in 
front, and a depioyment on the 2d battalion. Then 
a change of direction to the right, and again to the 
left, the latter in double time. A deployment was 
made on the 2d battalion, and here was the first 
point scored against the artillerymen, they gaining 
too much distance to the right and losing time by 
dressing 1p. Fire by company was next executed, 
which at first was decidedly ragged in all the bat- 
talions. A close column on 2d battalion, right in 
front, was the next movement, followed bya march 
by the flank, and a deployment on Ist battalion; the 
battalions opening fire as soon as established on the 
line.

hospitality and good feliowship. 

Second—The taxpayers of California area practical people 
and will look for results. The liberal appropriations made 
for camp pu make it the more necessary that nothin 
shoulda allowed in camp or no line of conduct followed 
that could call for adverse criticism. The experiences of 
older States than our own,and whose National Guard is 
doubtiess more efficient than is ours, is that the objection- 
able element referred to is not necessary to successful 
camps, but tbat on the contrary the absence, particularly if 
known beforehand, not only relieves the camps of a consid- 
erable circle of visitors of doubtful value and the officers 
of o Sarge enpendituee of money tbat can ill be afforded ; 
besides, it keeps the officers and men in better condition fur 
their legitimate duties. While it is admitted that this idea 
is an fhoovation in California, and perhaps one that cannot 

ed for the present, it is hoped that all offi- 
cers r the matter seriously with a view of adopt- 
ing it so far as may be possible during the coming brigade 
encampments. 

Thicd—The practice of ladies remaining in camp nights is 
very objectionabie and should not be permitted. There isa 
delicacy in the female mind that should be respected ; be- 
sides, it detracts from the duties that should be given solely 
to improvement in the art of war. 

Fourth—Too much time should not be given to receptions 
and reviews. They are fatiguing to the menand of not 
much practical utility. The official visits of the commander- 
io-chief and the major-general commanding should receive 

re belonging to them, but no other reviews should 
be ordered. On these occasions arms skould be clean and 
in good order, ; when practicable, wide-teed 
and wide-soled substvotia!l shoes should be worn. Clothes 
clean and in good repair. Koapsacks in good order; straps 
serviceable. Overc ats carefully rolled and strapped there- 
on. Blouses, caps and leggings (clean) in koupsack. Al! 
brasses bright. Helmet worn square on the head, tipped 
veither to the one side nor the other. Gilovescleap. At 
attention, mea should stand as prescribed in tactics, bead 
and eyes to the front, no gazing about, no talkiog. Captains 
should see that no tobacco is used when in ranks. 

We hope Adjutant General Allen will succeed later in 
having bis suggestions carried out in the shape of an order 
compelling compliance therewith, with such other new 
regulations as shal! be found valuable. 


DRILLING JUVENILES. 


OuR correspondent was present at the 67th annual anni 
versary of the House of Refuge, Randall's Island, N. Y., last 
Friday. The feature of the day was without questivn the 
military programwe. It was just a year ugo tbut the Board 
of Directors conceived the idea of making ita military in- 
stitution. A committee was a inted, and resulted ia the 
engegenent of Capt. N. B. Thurston, who wasin a few 
weeks succeeded by Capt. C. H. Du Boix who was permapn- 
ently appointed as military instructor. The institution is 
divided into two divisions, tbe first division being composed 
of the smaller aud the second division the larger boys. 
The ages of the boys range from 12 tu 16 years. They were 
drilled in squads up to about four months ago, when they 
were orgau into two battalions. As it is necessary to 
keep the divisions apart, it required the organizing of two 
entirely separate organizations, each complete with officers 


noa-coms. 

The Ist Division, with its six commands of 16 files, double 
rank, went through the ceremony of dress parade in excel- 
lent shape, The adjutant was well up ia his duties, and gave 
his commaads and rformed his duties in a manner that 
was most pleasing. @ Officers gave their commands in a 
clear, thorough, business-like manner, and held their com 
panies in sbape. The guides executed their duties in a 
manner seidom seen among such youthful military. [n fact, 
everything was done with a clean finish to it,even to the 
echelon movement, 

The Division formed line, equalized into three com- 
mands of 12 files, double rank, und executed the following 
movements: Rizht of companies rear into colump, march- 
ing in column of companies, wheeling into line and advanc- 
ing battalion front, marching by the flank of sub-divisions, 
and ployments and deployments. The bugle was then in- 
trodu (the only institution in the State drilled by bugle), 
executing co'umns of fours, change of direction, on right 
into line, and several others; and finishing up with a dress 
parade. The officers handled their companiee in good shape 
and kept cool beads throughout. Distances were wel! pre 
served. Murkers and wuides were quick and snappy and 
showed excelient theoretical instruction. They have al-o a 
well-instracted drum and fife corps. 

This was the institution's first appearance in their new 
upiforms—wmade of dark biue cloth, the Ist Division with 
red trimmings and the 2d Division with light biue, the chey- 
rons of each to correspond and fatigue cap of the State 


Pattern. 

Taking the exhibition all the way through it was of that 
order as must have been most satisfactory to the Board of 
Directors, who are all prominent men of New York and

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 

Sergt. Charles Constantine, Troop D, 5th Cavalry, was re- 
cently tried at Fort Sill, for, while in command of a buat- 
ing party near ver k, and knowing that soldiers be- 
longing to bis detachment bad without proper authority 
killed and converted to their own use a lot of hogs belong. 
ing to civilians, did neglect to arrest the soldiers commit- 
ting the offence and fail after his return to the post of Fort 
Sill, O, T., to report the offenders to the proper military au- 
thorities. He was found guilty and sentenced to forfeit $80, 
end to be deniec the privilege of any hunting pass during 
bis furtber service at Fort Sill, and to be reprimanded, The 
reviewing authority, Geveral Merritt, approves the sen- 
tence, and says: The convictivu upon such a charge by a 
Genera! Court- martial! is regarded as a sufficient reprimand 
toa non-commissioned officer. From the evidence in this 
case it appears to the department commander that active 
interference oy me post commander is necessary to maio- 
tain proper discipline in such hunting parties as that of 
which Sergt. Constantine was in charge, and thatif the non- 
commissioned officers of the post cannot be trusted with 
the command of such parties they should not be allowed tu 
go out unless a commissioned officer is in charge of them. 
In view of the long and faithful service of Sergt. Constan- 
tine and of his most excellent character as shown ia evi- 
dence and as personaliy known to the department com- 
mander, 80 much of sentence as relates to forfeiture of pay 
is mitigated to a detention of the same amount until bis 

barge. 


ASSIGNMENTS OF CIVILIAN APPOLNTMENTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 

TuHIs year there will be a larger number of ap- 
pointments from the ranks and from civil life than 
usual. in all fairness to the Army at large and to 
the officers themselves, they should, when assigned, 
be distnbuted among the different arms of the Ser- 
vice. The attempt to exclude, practically, all such 
appointments from assignment to the artillery and 
cavalry bas a tendency to create a state of feeling 
which is not for the best interests of the Service. 
This feeling bas been growing worse from year to 

ear, whether groundless or not, aod in a country 
ike ours will, in time, prove detrimental to the 
Army. The assignments should be so made as to 
give each corps its proportion of the two classes 
named, a matter easily arranged if so desired. Z 


THE U. S. SOLDIER. 


CaPTaIn GrorGe S. Wriison, 12th U. 8. Infantry, 
in a recent address before the Union Veteran Legion 
of Columbus, Ohio, on the death of Comrade William 
H. Jones, took occasion to refer to the strictures so 
frequently passed upon the moral and mental 
character of the soldier of the U.S. Army. Jones, 
he stated, had served 23 years in the ranks of the 
regular Army,and was discharged with character— 
“A good man and an excellent soldier,” and for 
25 years subsequently to his discharge, sustained the 
reputation of an upright business man and a good 
citizen. He enlisted at 13, said Captain Wilson, 
“and whatever was good or bad in his surroundings 
from the tender age of 13 to mature manhood must 
bave impressed themselves on his character.”” * * * 
Other instances were cited all tending to show that, 
asarule, service in the ranks is neither degrading 
nor hurtful to morals, and that the vicious and de- 
praved who can be found in any associated com- 
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munity, are very largely in the minority in the 
regular Army. } 








SOME GOOD DISTANCE RIDING. 


GENERAL MERRITT in 1879 rode with a battalion of 
the Fifth Cavalry to the relief of Payne, and covered 
one bundred and seveuty miles from 11 a.m., October 
34, to 5:30 p,m , Uctober 5th—two days and six bours 
—accompapnied by a battalion of infantry with 
wagons, which much retarded the marck. He ar- 
rived on the scene in good order and ready fora 
fight. Single couriers had ridden in over the same 
dis auce from Thoruhurg’s command during the 
previous two or three days in lees than twenty-four 
pours. Captain F. 8S. Dodge marched his command 
ov the same occasion eigbty wiles in sixteen bourse. 
Lieutenant Wood, of the Fourth (‘avalry, marched 
his troop seventy milesin twelve hours—6 4.M. to 6 
p M.—and came in fresh; and doub/e that distance 
bas beep made from 10 a.m. till5r.mM:. nextday. In 
1870 four men of Company H, First Cavalry, bore 
despatches from Fort Harney to Fort Warner, one 
huadred apd forty miles, over a bad road—twenty 
of it saud—with little and bad water, io twenty-two 
bours, eighteen aud a half of which actual marching 
time. The horses were in such good conditiou at the 
end of the ride that after one day’s rest the men 
started back, and made the bome trip at the rate of 
sixty milesa day. In 1880, Lieutenant Robertsén, 
First Cavalry, rode from Fort Lapwai to Fort Walla 
Walla, one bundred and two miles, over the snow, 
deep in places, in twenty-three and a half bours; apd 
starting next morning, rode back in two days. 
These are but a few out of scores of equal perform- 
ances. The keen appreciation of vace and of tbe 
sbility of the animals ridden in such featsis marked. 
Men who can do work like this aud come in fresh 
must be consummate borsemer.—From ** Some 
American PRiders,"" by Colonel T. A. Dodge, in 
Harper's Magazine for June.

COURT OF CLAIMS, 


Tue U. 8. Court of Claims has dismissed the claim | the yeasel 


of Cbarles De Arorud for $150,000 for services as a 
military expert during the rebellion under orders 
from Maj.-Gen. J. C. Fremont. The Court Gis- 
claims jurisdiction and recommends that the claim. 
avt muke his appeal to Congress. The details of 
this case were published in the JOURNAL several 
months ago. 

The Court of Claims bas allowed the claim of Bird 
L. Fletcher, late captain, U. 8. A., retired, for pa 
as ab Officer on the retired list from the time of bis 


dismissal in 1872 to 1888, when the proceedings in bis . 


case were formally approved by President Cleve- 
land. The claim was based on the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the Runkle case, in which it was 
beld that all orders of dismissal must emanate from 
the President. The proceedings in tbe Fletcher 
case were approved by Secretary Belknap without 
reference to the President, and it was not until the 
decision was rendered ia the Runkle case tha 
the authorities discovered that the law demanded 
such a reference. President Cleveland in the lhght 
of this decision formally approved a number of 
cases which had been acted upon in the same way, 
Capt. Fletcher’s among them; thus shutting off the 
possibility for the restoration of any of those who bad 
been irregularly dismissed. There are several other 
claims depending on the action in Fletcher's case, 
which will probably be acted upon by the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury. The amounts involved, 
bowever, will not be as large, forall the claimants 
were in active service at the time of dismissal and 
their places being filled by the appointment or pro- 
motion of other officers they became as effectually 
dropped from the Army as if the court-martial 
paper had been regularly approved. 








FURTAER TESTS OF THE VESUVIUS. 


THE programme for the next trial of the guns of 
the Vesuvius, as outlined by the Trial Board, con- 
sisting of Comdr. R. D. Evans, Lieut.-Comdrs,. A 
Couden and T. F. Meigs, and approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, is as follows:
